A sensible approach -to the 
problem vf world peace was 
recently reflected in a .warning 
by Mr. Cordell Hull, U.S, 
Secretary of State, thet nations 
must unite in an cconomic pro- 
gramme to restore economic 
stability before ‘the threat of 
war can be averted. Few people 
stop to remember that at the 
back of almost every ‘war scare 
there is some profound malad- 

‘|justment which exerts an un- 
endurable pressure on a people 
ora group of peoples. Disarma- 

‘ment and security conferences 
almost uniformly ignore that 
fact, and for that reason get 
nowhere. Mr. Hull's notion is 
that, if the tangled .cconomic 
situation enn be tackled first, the 
attempt to build an enduring 
peace will be a great deal 
simpler. “The necessity was

Here is an instunee ef 
rule ‘by & minority, in which the 
President isthe lender, 4nd upon 
which is bared the charre that 
America {is governed by q “die- 
tatorship.” President Roosevelt, 
however, is deing nothing uncon- 
atitutional in vetoing the Patman 
Bill, (Congress enn alwiys over:

STANDS ALONE 


President Roosevelt's “Cabinet” 
does not shtire his responsibility 
in this ‘matter of the, veto. He 
acts alone. For there is no such 
thing as a “Cabinet,' as Great 
Britain knows it, in Washington. 
There is a “Council of the Presi- 
dent,” but that is quite a different 
thing. ‘This is composed of the 
chiefs of the administrative de- 
partments, the Secretary of- State, 
Mr, Cordell, Hull; the Attorney- 
General, Mr. Homer Cummings; 
the Sceretary of the Navy, of 
Agricutture, Labour, and so on. 
Like the British Cabinet, the 
“Council ja not formally recox- 
nised by law, but it is accepted 
ag a permanent feature of Gov- 
ernment.

that, if the tangled economic 
situation can be tackled first, the 
attempt to build an enduring 
peace will be a great deal 
simpler. “The necessity was 
never more apparent,” he says, 
“for the various countries of the 


world -to-give -immediate-atton-- 


tion to the matter of adopting a 
sound and comprehensive ‘econ- 
omic programme, both domestic 


and international, and carrying’ 


it forward, to the end that the 
normal processes of domestic and 
international finance and _com- 
merce muy be restored and tens 
of millions of unemployed wage 
earners may be re-employcd. 
This would afford a solid 
foundation on which to rebuild 
stable peace and political struc- 
tures.” Too often do people 
seem to take it for granted that 
this or that nation adopts a war- 
like course out of pure human 
cussedness. Many critics have 
been very vocal in condemning 
‘apan’s course in Manchuria and 
China,. for instance, and have 
blamed it largely on the militar- 
ism of an army and navy clique 
which has managed to take con- 
trol of the Government. -What 
is liable to be forgotten is the 
simple fact that Japan has faced 
the prospect of a trade depres- 
sion and a wave of unemploy- 


-|ment far more severe than the 


one through which many nations 
have been passing. The Japan- 
ese people became convinced that 
only by gaining access to fresh 
territories thnt would provide 
expanding markets, and new 


‘Jsources of raw-material could 


they ‘avert cconomie disaster. 
That is what explaing Japan's 
policy’ in - recent. years; 
and something similar is behind 
almost every resurgence of the 
martial spirit. At the back of 
the armies and the navies there 
are economic inequalities that 
drive nations to the’ verge of 
desperation. This being . true, 
there is a good deal of sense in 
Mr, Cordell Hull’s . suggestion. 
If the nations of the world de- 
voted to the job of regaining 
international economic stability 
orie-half of the effort they. devote 
to preparations’ to settle the in- 
stability by force of arms, they 
ought to be able to go o long 
way toward. working out an 
equitable solution, .The ‘effort 
would at least seem to be well 


tg a permanent feature of Gov- 
ernment. It is-really n group of 
individuals dependent on and 
answerable to the President, but 
with uo joint policn, no- collective 
reaponaibility. The final decision 
on «questions rests with the 
President, who is solely and per- 


-wonnlly—reaponsible Moreover, 


since the members , of . the 
“Cabinet” are excluded’ from Con- 
geress, and -are entirely jndepen- 
dent of that body, they have little 
to do with the devising of parlia- 


mentary tactics, or of preparing 


or discussing bills. No, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt alone, of all the 
executives at Washington, has up- 
sot Senator Patman’s applecart, 
and it will be against him that the 
wrath of the majority will’ be 
directed’ when ithe Bonus Bil 
which hag soared through Con- 
gress, has had its wings clipped 
and flutters’ ineffectually into 
some dark corner. Mr, Roose- 
velt has our sympathy, if. not our 
approval. He is prepared to make 
ancrifices when he is convinced 
that he acts for the good of the 
nation. Such a man is a patriot, 
even though he occasionally 
blunders, '
